1) . The invention relates to a method for the compressive 
shrinking of a textile material web with the aid of a 
compressive shrinking system or a rubber blanket 
shrinking system, (and to a rubber blanket shrinking 
system) , in which a mechanically compressed material web 
is fixed between an endless rubber blanket and the 
circumferential surface of a heated main cylinder, and in 
which that region of the rubber blanket which runs off in 
each case from the main cylinder is cooled.
